2 Be it enacted by the People of the State of [Illinois,

4 Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

Agency Performance Revi ew Act.

Section 5. Definitions. |In this Act:
"Agency" nmeans all Departnents, Oficers, Conm ssions,

Boards, Institutions, and bodies politic and corporate of the
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State, excluding the Ofices of the Supreme Court and O erks

10 of the Appellate Courts, the courts of the State, the General

11 Assenbly, comm ssions or commttees of the General Assenbly,
12 and the constitutionally elected State officers.

13 "Plan" means a strategic plan as required by this Act.

14 Section 10. Strategic plans.

15 (a) Each agency shall develop a strategic plan for its
16 operations in accordance with the provisions and goals of
17 this Act. The plan shall include, but is not limted to,
18 each of the following itens or an explanation why an item

19 does not apply to the agency:

20 (1) A statenent of the mssion, goals, and
21 obj ectives of the agency.

22 (2) Measures of the output and outconme of the
23 agency in terns of indicators to be devel oped under this
24 Act .

25 (3) Identification of priority and other service
26 popul ations or other service neasures under current |aw,
27 and how those popul ations are expected to change wthin
28 t he period of the plan.

29 (4) An analysis of the wuse of current agency

30 resources in neeting current needs and expected future
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needs and additional resources that may be necessary to
meet future needs.

(5 An analysis of any likely or expected changes
in the services provided by an agency due to changes in
State or federal |aw

(6) Plans and strategies for neeting current and
future needs and achi eving the goals established for the
particul ar area of State governnent.

(b) Each agency shall issue a plan no later than March 1

each even-nunbered year. The plan wll cover a period of

6 years fromthe date that it is issued by the agency.
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(c) Each agency shall send a copy of each plan issued to

Governor, the Speaker of the House of Representatives,
President of the Senate, the Bureau of the Budget, and

Audi t or General .

(d) Conpilation of a State agency pl an.

(1) The Bureau of the Budget shall develop forns
and i nstructions for the agencies to aid in the
preparation of the agencies' plans.

(2) The Bureau of the Budget shall work wth
i ndi vi dual agencies to determ ne acceptable neasures of
wor kl oad, out put, and outcone.

(3) Upon receipt of the individual agency plans,
the Bureau of the Budget shall conmpile a |ong-range
strategic pl an for State governnment based on the
i ndi vi dual agency pl ans.

(4) |If addi ti onal i nformation IS required
concerning any agency plan submtted, the Bureau of the
Budget may request the information from the agency and
the information shall be supplied in a tinely fashion.

(5 The Bureau of the Budget may hol d hearings on
any matter under this Act.

(6) The final conpiled report shall be submtted to

the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, the Audi t or

Section 15. CGoals for State governnent.

(a) The Governor, in cooperation with the Bureau of the
Budget, shall establish and adopt achi evenent goals for each
functional area of State governnent, including:

(1) education,

(2) regulation,

(3) natural resources,

(4) health,

(5) human servi ces,

(6) transportation,

(7) public safety and corrections,
(8) governnent, and

(9) State enpl oyee benefits.

(b) A statenent of the goals in each applicable area
shall be provided to each State agency no later than Cctober

1 of each odd-nunbered year.

Section 20. Information support for strategi c planning.

(a) The Bureau of the Budget shall provide each agency
with a long-term forecast of the State's econony and
popul ation for use in devel opi ng the agency's pl an.

(b) The specific information to be provided shall be
agreed upon by the Governor and the Bureau of the Budget.

(c) The information shall be provided to each agency no

| ater than Septenber 1 of each odd-nunbered year.

Section 25. Consideration of strategic plans in program
or efficiency audits. The Auditor General, when conducting a
programor efficiency audit, shall consider the degree to
which the agency being audited conforns to its strategic

pl an.
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Section 30. Elimnation of duplication.

(a) The Bureau of the Budget and the Ofice of the
Governor shall evaluate the requirenents of the agencies to
conpile simlar information under other provisions of |aw and
shall nake recomendations to the GCeneral Assenbly to
el i m nat e unnecessary requirements or duplication.

(b) This Section is repeal ed on Decenber 31, 2002.

Section 35. Initial plan. Not wi t hst andi ng any ot her
provisions of this Act, the initial statenment of an agency's
goals required wunder Section 10 shall be provided no | ater

than January 1, 2002.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect wupon

becom ng | aw.
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
